MIXED CONDITIONS IN TRADE. 


Holyoke Firm—Dull Week in Chicago— Renewed Activity in 
Boston—Holiday Lull in Philadelphia—Fox River 
Valley a Bit Slow—Auspicious in Dayton. 








Not much change was noted in any grade of paper as 
compared with last week’s report, but there was a beiter 
feeling, and a considerable proportion of the trade ex- 
pressed their convictions that improvement in business is 
coming. Some set it as far as the middle of the current 
month. Others said it would not be delayed beyond the 
roth. Perhaps the actual time of its appearance is not so 
important as the fact that all interests are substantially 
unanimous in the belief that there will be better trade 
shortly. Much of this supposition is based upon the fact 
that inquiry has increased in some grades, which seems to 
augur better things. One gentleman said that he had re- 
ceived more inquiries than he did in the corresponding 
week of the preceding month. Such testimony is corro- 
borated by others. In news no change is noted. Sales are 
made in a small way only, and if anything the market is a 
shade stronger on small lots of news. It is not meant 
by this that quotations are advancirig, but merely that 
buyers are more ready to pay the sum asked for small 
lots. The continuance of mild weather, which allows the 
manufacturers of both pulp and paper to go forward 
almost without hindrance has been a factor in the situation. 
In manilas there is no appreciable change. It would appear 
that the market still has numerous weakening tendencies, 
and that if prices are not quoted lower it is because sales 
have been too insignificant to warrant a change. Tissues 
are strong, and while sales have declined a bit there is 
still movement enough to keep prices at the present figure. 
Conditions do not promise any important change. Build- 
ing paper continues firm and active. The open winter has 
permitted the continuation of building operations far be- 
yond the time when they usually cease, and this has kept 
prices firm. The market as a whole is in fair shape, and 
nothing is reported that seems likely to prevent the im- 
provement which is predicted. 





New Year’s Holyoke Trade Opened Firm.

Very little can be said this week concerning the condi- 
tion of trade. Many of the manufacturers are well satis- 
fied with the condition of trade and the mills are running 
full. In some few mills trade has been slightly slack 
The New Year’s trade has opened up firm in most of the 
mills and the general opinion of manufacturers is that, the 
January trade will be above the average. All mills are 
running and only a few of them are short of orders.

The trade of the Chemical Paper Company has been 
satisfactory and the outlook is good.

Last week, as was anticipated, was marked by a tempo- 
rary dullness, as is usual during the last few days of the 
year, but with the present week, vesterday, New Year's 
Day, not being a holiday in New England, business with 
local paper dealers begins to show renewed activity. 
Speaking of business for the year 1905, the representative 





of one of the big city jobbing paper firms said: “We 
never did a heavier business than during last year, and the 
business was done with less friction. Conditions govern- 
ing the paper market during the year were also more favor- 
able, mill orders having been filled more promptly and 
prices were better maintained. Should the present year 
prove as prosperous we will be fully satisfied.” A mem- 
ber of another leading paper house was equally enthusi- 
astic concerning last year’s business, saying: “It was the 
best year we ever had.” Other representatives of the city 
trade were interviewed on the subject and every one ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with the volume of busi- 
ness transacted during the year 1905. With the manufac- 
turing branch of the trade business has been fairly good, 
so far as volume may be concerned, but the higher cost 
of all kinds of raw material and mill supplies no doubt 
curtailed profits somewhat. Just at present the printers’ 
strike is an unfavorable factor, but it is doubtful if that 
trouble will have more than a temporary effect.

Holiday Lull in Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 2, 1906.—There is not much to 
say of the condition of the local paper trade, because from 
Saturday noon until this morning every jobbing house was 
closed and the influence of the holidays prevented any busi- 
ness between Christmastide and the New Year. Today, the 
first day of actual business possibility with the holidays all 
past, there was little business because the heaviest con- 
sumers, the printers and publishers, were too much con- 
cerned with the impending strike to place orders. 

The figures as to the result of the strike among the 
printers vary very greatly as they are given by employers 
or employees. The printers claim that twenty-eight firms 
have yielded to their demands. The employers, on the 
other hand, will not admit that any concessions have been 
made. It is believed, however, that a fair estimate of the 
number of men who went on strike is about 60 per cent. of 
all employed. 

Under these conditions the market is very dull, but prices 
have still continued steady. The trade, of course, expected 
to do little business in the holiday season and this year it 
was not disagreeably disappointed. Amid the universal 
prosperity, however, the paper trade looks forward to 1906 
to bring large returns. It is entirely confident that the 


coming twelvemonth will be the best in a decade.

The month of Janu- 
ary has in years past witnessed trying conditions in the 
matter of pulp supply, and upon this may depend a general 
revision of prices. It is devoutly to be wished by the 
majority of tradesmen that something will arise to Bolster 
up the price lists, but they prefer to witness the change 
under favorable circumstances, in which the law of supply 
and demand might figure. Extremely cold weather in the 
pulp producing sections is likely to have a deleterious 
effect, while the shortage of steam coal and the scarcity 
of cars will make another bugbear. But the paper manu- 
facturers prefer not ‘to see the pessimistic side of the 
future, yet they are ever watchful as to possibilities of the 


near future. Just at present they are neither scenting 
danger from afar nor indulging in fond hopes as to the 
immediate future. They prefer, Micawber-like, to wait 
for something to turn up, and the mew year finds them 
in the same frame of mind as the closing of the old. Mills 
generally started up after the holiday suspension in some 
quarters, and the “inventorists” are getting out their pads 
and pencils. M. V. 


Production Ahead of Consumption in Canada. 

ad [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, January 2, 1906.—As is usual the trade 
in the last week of the year slacked off considerably from 
ihe rush of the earlier part of December. On the whole 
paper men state that the year 1905 showed a considerably 
larger volume of trade than during 1904, but that prices 
were not nearly so well maintained. In fact the latter half 
of the year just passed has been noted for heavy cutting in 
all lines, but particularly in wrappings and bags. It is not 
believed that this indicates a bad state of trade in Canada, 
taken as a whole, but that the production of paper has in- 
creased faster than the capacity of the general trade of the 
country to consume it. 

Pulp makers report a somewhat better demand with 
slightly higher prices from the United States, but Canadian 
prices remain unchanged. Ground wood pulp is quoted at 
$16 to $17.50, delivered at the mills. This means that the 
manufacturer at present freights receives all the way from 
$11 to $14 net for his product according to the location of 
his mills. Sulphite pulp remains steady at $37.50 at the 
paper mills. L. 





Stanislaus Water Power Co.—Capital, $13,000,000 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Aucusta, Me., January 2, 1906—The certificate of the 
Stanislaus Water Power Company, organized at Portland 
with a capitalization of $13,000,000, of which nothing is 
paid in, was recorded last week at the office of the Secre- 
tary of State. The purposes of the company are to own 
and dispose of water, water rights and power privileges. 
The temporary officers are Charles M. Drummond, of 
Portland, president, and Henry Endicott, Jr., of Boston, 
treasurer. 

The company will develop the Stanislaus River, about 
130 miles northeast of San Francisco, Cal. so that 30,000 
horse power may be had to operate mines and mills within 
a radius of 50 miles. This company is the holding com- 
pany. The operating company was formed recently under 
the laws of Connecticut, and is known as the Stanislaus 
Electric Power Company. Its capital is the same as the 
main company. The control of the river will be utilized 
also for the purpose of irrigation in the surrounding 
country. The syndicate supporting the movement is repre- 
sented by Tucker, Anthony & Co., of Boston, and C. C. 
Cuyler, of Cuyler, Morgan & Co., of New York, and 
Frederick L. Eldredge, of the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany, New York.

Miramichi Lumber Company Organized. 
a [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, January 2, 1906.—A dispatch from Hal- 
ifax, N. S., announces that the Miramichi Lumber Com- 
pany has been organized for the purpose of cutting and 
handling sawed lumber and pulp wood in New Brunswick. 
A number of Bangor men are interested. The company has 
completed negotiations for the purchase of a property in 
the valley of the Miramichi River, consisting of between 
300,000 and 400,000 acres of timberland. Two saw mills 
at Chatham, N. B., and a_ site on which a cut- 
ting up mill for the manufacture of pulp wood 
will be erected. The company plans to cut about 20,000,000 
feet of lumber the coming winter for use next season, and 
about 400 men will probably be employed. The mills are 
operated by steam power and saw six months in the year, 
beginning about May 1. The annual output of the mills is 
about 20,000,000 feet of English deals. Practically all of 
this lumber is shipped to England from St. John or other 
Canadian ports. The mills employ about sixty-five men 
and have unexcelled facilities for shipping the output. The 
cutting up mill for the manufacture of pulp wood will have 
an annual output of 15,000,000 feet. L. 


Capital of Menasha Paper Company Increased.

AppLeton, Wis., January 1, 1906.—The Menasha Paper 
Company has filed articles increasing its capital stock from 
$200,000 to $500,000. This increase is due to capitalizing 
the new construction that the company has been doing, 
principally in connection with its plant at Ladysmith.

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CANNOT COMPEL TESTIMONY. 


The Supreme Court Decides That the Government Has no 
Right to Insist Upon the Testimony of Witnesses Be- 
fore a Grand Jury—May Affect Paper Case. 


1906.—The decision of the Su- 
sallman, the 


WASHINGTON, January 2, 
preme Court today in the case of John W. 
Cincinnati stock broker who was committed for contempt 
of court for refusing to testify before a Federal grand jury, 
may have an important bearing on the proceedings against 
the officials of the tobacco and paper trusts who likewise 
declined to testify or to produce their books. The proceed- 
ings against Ballman, however, were not under the anti- 
trust law, and there were other circumstances in which the 
cases differ, but all concern the power of the Federal 
courts to compel the testimony of unwilling witnesses be- 
fore grand juries. 

Ballman was asked to produce his cash book showing stock 
transactions with two employees of the German National 
Bank of Cincirinati, in which there had been a defalcation. 
Ballman denied that he had the cash book and refused to 
testify regarding the entries therein or his transaction with 
the two bank employees, taking the ground that it would 
tend to incriminate him under the Ohio anti-bucket shop 
law. 

The court holds that Ballman’s position was well taken 
and that he could not be compelled to testify, 
action might make him liable to prosecution under the 
State statute.

to be argued within the next ten days, there are apparently 
no complications regarding the liability of the witnesses for 
prosecution under State law, and the issue is fairly joined 
as to whether in proceedings under the Sherman anti-trust 
law witnesses can take refuge behind the plea that their 
testimony might tend to incriminate them. .Today’s de- 
cision, however, is regarded as a hard blow against the 
Government’s position regarding the right of the grand 


jury to insist upon the testimony of witnesses.

The Wortendyke Manufacturing Company, of Richmond, 
Va., sent out a catchy holiday reminder to the trade in 
the form of a card with a holly wreath in colors, and in- 
side a “self standing one-half sheepskin” bag, upon which 
is a poem which points the way to secure more business 
and thereby increase one’s store of gold. 

The Toronto branch of the Canada Paper Company, 
which was burned out in the big fire of 1904, and which, 
since then, has carried on business from several warehouses 
scattered throughout the city of Toronto, has just secured 
permanent quarters at Bay and Pearl streets in the build- 
ing lately occupied by Taylor, Scott & Co. 

The Archer Paper Company, of 994 and 996 Market 
street, Chattanooga, Tenn., has just moved into its new 
five story building at that address. In its “new home,” as 
the company calls it, there is every facility for handling 
the growing business of the house. Judging from the pic- 
ture of the building, the company is to be congratulated. 

The National Blank Book Company has decided to en- 
large its plant in Holyoke by the addition of one more 
story to the building. The floor space will be increased 
by some 26,000 square feet and will give much needed 
room to the plant. The business of the company has in- 
creased rapidly, and additional room has now become 
necessary, although the addition has been put off for the 
past two years. 

Crane & Co., of Dalton, Mass., are distributing a very 
handsome calendar this year. The month sheets are 12x12 
inches, printed in clear black upon different tints of Crane 
& Co.’s bond paper. The heading is printed from a steel 
engraving and includes an advertigement of the firm’s busi- 
ness, together with a view of two of its mills, the whole 
framed in a highly ornamental border. It is an artistic 
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piece of calendar work, up to the standard of all the Crane 
products. 

John Single, of the John Single Paper Company, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., has filed with Chairman Edgcomb and Clerk 
Whittic, of the Board of Supervisors of that city, a new 
bond for the printing of the board’s journal, which con- 
tains, as did its first bond, a reservation to the effect that 
the union label will not appear on the journal, as required 
by the specifications. The bond will be rejected, as was 
the first bond, and Mr. Single has prepared mandamus 
proceedings to compel Mr. Edgcomb and Mr. Whittic to 
accept it and sign the contract. 

The warehouse of Henry Frowde, the Canadian branch 
of the University Press, on Richmond street, Toronto, was 
damaged by fire on December 28, and the stock of books 
damaged to the extent of about $40,000. The loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. The Fleming H. Revell Company, of 
Chicago, has quarters in the building and the McMillans, 
of England, were just opening their Canadian branch in it, 
but had no stock in place. The building is in the middle 
of what is known at Booksellers’ Row and next door to 
the Methodist Book Room, 


Ontario’s Timber Cut. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, January’2, 1906—From the reports of 
the Ontario Provincial Crown lands agents it is estimated 
that the aggregate timber cut this season will be 800,000,000 
feet, board measure; that 125,000 cords of pulp wood will 
be taken out, and 2,500,000 railway ties. Last season 1,986,- 
000 railway ties were actually cut. The great amount of 
railway construction now in progress has made the demand 
for ties very brisk. L. 
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EXPORT TAX ON LOGS AND PULP. 


Canadian Paper Manufacturers Before the Tariff Commission 
Advocate a Duty on Both to Protect the Dominion’s 
Paper Product in the Markets of the World. 





Turee Rivers, Quebec, January 1, 1906.—The session of 
the Tariff Commission here on Thursday of last week 
lasted only two hours and a half, yet nearly the whole of 
it was occupied with petitions and discussions all directly 
affecting New England industries. First came the plea of 
the manufacturers of news printing papers for an export 
tax on pulp wood and pulp. 

So far in the proceedings of the Commission there have 
been no appeals for export duties, consequently new ground 
was touched yesterday afternoon, and two-thirds of the 
session was taken up with the case of the paper manufac- 
turers. It was stated in much detail by Mr. Cahoon of 
the Laurentide Paper Company, whose headquarters are 
here in Three Rivers. Mr. Cahoon began his address 
with some figures showing the money gain to Canada from 
a cord of pulp wood shipped to the United States, and 
then contrasted it with the gain to Canada in the case of a 
cord of pulp wood which is made into paper in Canada. 
He estimated that the gain from a cord of pulp wood cut 
on private lands and shipped to American paper mills was 
$5.95. From a cord of pulp wood cut on Government 
lands and shipped to mills over the border the gain was 
$6.70. 

“These figures,” said Mr. Cahoon, “are most conserva- 
tive, because I believe the largest part of the wood cut 
from Canadian Crown lands is shipped to the States by 
water, mostly in American canal boats, which would re- 
duce the gain to Canada from $6.70 to $4.55 per cord. I 
understand that although the wood is given to the United 
States manufacturers, Canadian boats are not allowed to 
carry it into the New York State canals. Wood consigned 
to Troy, New York State, if shipped in Canadian boats, 
must be transshipped at Whitehall. This, of course, is not 
practicable, and therefore this part of the freight is re- 
stricted to American boats. Canadian manufacturers of 
paper have little or no advantage over the United States 
competitors in the item of wood, for the reason that the 
United States manufacturers get very low freight rates on 
wood, and after converting it into paper owing to the loca- 
tion of their plants they are in much better position than 





the Canadian paper matiufacturers to reach the export mar- 
ket. There are other disadvantages to the Canadian paper 
manufacturer. I can state positively that it costs the 
Canadian manufacturer of paper more per ton f. o. b. cars 
at his mills than it does his United States competitor. 
There are two reasons for this: 

“(1 The Canadian Government puts a very heavy im- 
port duty on paper mill machinery and supplies; and (2) 
the Government gives the wood to the Americans free 
of duty to convert into paper to compete with the Canadian 
manufacturer in the export market.” 

The consumption of roll news paper in Canada, Mr. 
Cahoon estimated, was approximately 27,200 net tons a 
year. “The Laurentide Paper Company’s yearly produc- 
tion,” he continued, “is 44,500 net tons; so, while the in- 
dustry is in its infancy, the home market is much over- 
produced; consequently, a large part of the Canadian out- 
put must be sold in the export market. It cannot be sold 
in the United States, as there is a duty of 15 per cent. 
against us, which is practically prohibitory.” 

Mr. Cahoon next discussed the probable effect of pro- 
hibiting the exportation of pulp wood: “With possibly two 
exceptions, I think all of the large pulp and paper com- 
panies in the Eastern part of the United States are looking 
to Canada for a part or all of their wood supply. Pulp 
wood limits in the States have become so scarce and ex- 
pensive that it is no longer considered foolhardy for a 
company to be formed to build what is known in the trade 
there as a speculative mill; that is, a mill without any tim- 
ber limits behind it, or a mill with cheap Canadian limits. 
It seems to us,” said Mr. Cahoon, in concluding his ap- 
peal to the Commission, “that it is reasonable to suppose 
that the effects of prohibiting the exportation of wood 
would be these: That for the first year or two the United 
States mills that are protected by limits wholly or in part 
would draw on their own supply. The speculative mills 
would have to pay such high prices for their wood that 
the prices of paper in the United States would go up until 
the press would insist on a remedy. The most feasible one 
would be free Canadian paper. The high price of wood in 
the States would certainly curtail the production so that 
the Canadian mills would be in much better position to 
sell profitably in the export market. As it is impossible to 
curtail production below the natural demand for any length 
of time, it would only be a very short time before the 
Americans would have to come to Canada with their mills.” 

Mr. Russell, also of the Laurentide Company, supported 
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the plea for prohibition of pulp wood, urging as his grounds 
that 20 per cent. of the output of the Canadian mills was 
now sold in Australia, that there it had to compete with 
American mills whose owners not only had the advantage 
of cheap pulp wood obtained in Canada, but also had 
advantages over Canadian manufacturers in the cost of 
freight in Australia. The Americans, moreover, shipped 
very large quantities just at those times when the American 
market was overproduced. Canadian mills suffered in the 
same way from shipments from the American mills to 
Great Britain. At some times there was much dumping in 
England by the American manufacturers. Aboyt 200,000 
cords of wood were sent out of the Province every year to 
the United States. “All this wood,” said Mr. Russell, “is 
made into paper and much of it meets us in British and 
Australian markets.” Mr. Hubert Bermans, of the Belgo 
Paper Company, Shawinigan Falls, informed the Com- 
mission in his speech in support of prohibition of export or 
of export duties that the Canadian paper trade suffered 
much from American competition in Canada. It was most 
disturbing to the trade, so much so that it was now im- 
possible to get the newspaper publishers in Canada to make 
contracts to run for more than two months. 

Discussion next turned on the amount of an export duty 
on wood that would help the Canadian mills. Mr. Field- 
ing conjectured that a duty which did not stop the export of 
pulp wood would be no good to the Canadian paper mak- 
ers, and that such a duty failing to do this would only 
serve to give the Government at Ottawa so much more 
revenue. The answer of the paper men was that such a 
duty by making the cost of wood higher to the American 
mills would assuredly help the Canadian mills in meeting 
American competition in British and Australian markets. 
Their opinion was that a duty of $3 a cord would give the 
Canadian mills much relief in meeting this American com- 
petition. There was only one petition against prohibition 
or export duties. It was from a pulp wood broker, J. J. 
Farmer, whose case in opposition to the paper men was 
that if there were no markets for pulp wood in the United 
States the owners of pulp wood limits in the Province of 
Quebec would soon find themselves at the mercy of the 
Canadian paper mill companies. Pulp was not mentioned 
in Mr. Cahoon’s petition, but in the discussion across the 
commissioners’ table the paper men said there was no 
money to be made in shipping pulp to the United States, 
and that if there was an export duty on wood they were 
quite willing to see a similar duty imposed on pulp.

The Charge Made That the Maine State Assessor Is Not Valu- 
ing the Wild Lands as High as He Should- He Is 
Treasurer of the Maine Realty Company. 


WaterRVILLE, Me., January 1, 1906.—The recent charge 
made by State Master Gardner, head of the Grange in 
Maine, against the Hon. F. M. Simpson, chairman of the 
State Board of Assessors, has stirred up quite a row here 
Mr. Gardner charges in substance that the wild lands 
of the State are not being taxed as heavily as they 
should be, for the reason that F. M. Simpson, the chair- 
man of the State Assessors, is the treasurer of the Maine 
Realty Company, which is said to be controlled by the In- 
ternational Paper Company. — 

According to the Waterville Sentinel, the charge made 
by Mr. Gardner was in the following words: 

“In this connection I may add that until conditions are 
changed we may not expect to get what is just and fair in 
regard to these lands as long as the chairman of the State 
Board of Assessors is treasurer of the Maine Realty Com- 
pany, which is, I understand, owned and controlled by the 
great International Paper Company, that has large wild 
land interests.” 

The matter has been taken up vigorously by some of the 
newspapers, and as a result further developments are 
looked for.

Muncie Pulp Sale Held Open. 


Muncie, Ind., January 2, 1906.—Negotiations are pending 
which may result in the transformation of the old buildings 
of the Muncie Pulp Company into a hive of industry. 
Within thirty days it is possible that the plant will be pur- 
chased by Ball Brothers, glassware manufacturers, and 
made a part of their big institution in Muncie. 

Last Monday Leo Oppenheimer, of New York, receiver 
for the company, came to Muncie and received bids for the 
property. The highest bid on the plant as a whole was 
that of J. J. McCluskey, representing a Philadelphia wreck- 
ing company, who offered $28,500 for the property. Parcel 
bids resulted in about the same aggregate amount being 
offered. The Federal Court in New York, where the re- 
ceivership proceedings are pending, was to have passed on 
the bids and accepted or rejected them, but neither of them 
will be considered. 

Ball Brothers, of this city, realizing the low price at 
which the property might be sold, wired the court, asking 
that the sale be held open a short time until they could 
prepare and submit a bid. The request was granted, and 
the prospects for the Muncie men securing the property at 
a price in advance of that offered by McCluskey are good. 

The property, which was appraised at $64,000, represents 
an investment of nearly $900,000. All of the machinery 
and equipment were in duplicate, but much of this, it is 
said, has been sold already. The buildings, however, are 
in fairly good condition, and besides them seventy-five acres 
of ground are included in the sale.

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Exports and Imports Increasing. 

Che figures for both our exports and imports of paper 
and paper stock continue to show increases over those of 
the corresponding month last year, and for the eleven 
months ended November 30, 1905. According to the Gov- 
ernment statistics just issued, every item shows a gain 
with the exception of the wood pulp imports for Novem- 
ber, 1905, as compared with those of November, 1904, and 
those for the eleven months ended November 30 last. The 
decrease in tonnage for the month referred to was only 
2,045 tons, and the decrease in value $15,967. But while 
for the eleven months there has been a falling off of 5.314 
tons in receipts of pulp, the value of the pulp that came in 
is in excess of the imports for a like period in 1904 by 
$483,859. 

In comparing the figures of our imports of paper we 
find that they have increased in both tonnage and value 
for both the month and the eleven month periods used 
as a basis of comparison. For the month of November, 
1905, we imported $576,429 worth of paper, as against 
$482,317 in November, 1904; a gain of $94,112. For the 
eleven months ended November, 1905, we brought in $5,795,- 
670 worth of paper, as compared with $4,959,595; an in- 
crease of $836,075. As will be seen by the tables printed 
elsewhere in this issue, our imports of paper from Ger- 
many are growing rapidly, the increase being $541,354 in 
the eleven months ended November 30, 1904, as compared 
with the same period last year. Our imports from France 
in the same time have increased $60,183; those from the 
United Kingdom $36,062; from Belgium $14,408; from 
other European countries combined $91,453. The increase 
in Our paper imports from Japan for the eleven months 
was only $4,072. The imports from all other countries not 
mentioned in this list show a falling off for the eleven 
months of $12,557. 

In our exports of paper for November there was a gain 
of $82,652 over the corresponding month of last year, while 
in the eleven month periods used as bases for comparison 
there was a gain of $758,031. The countries to which this

In the paper stock line we find that 2,229,509 more 
pounds of rags (other than woolen) were brought into 
the country in November, 1905, than in the same month 
of 1904. The increased value of this quantity is given as 
$40,714. In other kinds of paper stock there was a gain 
for the month of $110,983, making a total gain for that 
month over November, 1904, of $51,717. For the eleven 
months ended November 30, 1905, the increase in the value 
of the rags and other paper stock, not including pulp, 


amounts to $885,825. Going to make up this large in- 


“crease, it will be found that the amount of stock brought 


in from Germany, the United Kingdom and France has 
grown greatly within the eleven months referred to. The 
increase in our stock imports from Germany is especially 


large. 


The figures giving our exports of wood pulp show an 
increase of $19,182 in value for last November, as com 
pared with a year ago, and an increase of $110,017 for the 
eleven months ended November 30, 1905, or the correspond- 
ing period in 1904. 

Imports of some varieties of chemicals increased, while 
others diminished. The value of caustic soda received in No- 
vember, 1905, was $4,612, compared with $7,861 in Novem- 
ber, 1904. Sal soda increased, receipts in November, 1905, 
being $6,387, compared with $757 in November, 1904. Soda 
ash imports were barely one-third as much in November, 
1905, as they were in the corresponding month in the pre- 
vious year. The total receipts declined from $16,699 in

To Endow Chair of Forestry. 


The movement of the National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association to endow a chair of Applied Forestry at Yale 
is now being pushed with vigor by its executive committee. 
A general committee made up of representatives from all 
the various lumber associations and timber regions of the 
country has been appointed to raise a fund of $150,000 for 
the endowment. So far the movement has met with favor- 
able support, considerable money having already been sub- 
scribed. All sections of the country are represented on 
the general committee, showing a widespread interest in 
the object of the fund. 

The endowing of a chair of forestry at Yale by the lum- 
bermen of the country is the strongest possible recogni- 
tion of the importance of the scientific handling of our 
timberlands. Lumbermen are the owners of the most 
productive forests of the United States, and most of the 
timber cut from the forests which they do not own must 
eventually pass through their hands. It is of the utmost im- 
portance to them, therefore, that the national forest re- 
serves, which already cover an area of about one hundred 
million acres, should be cut in a reasonable and business- 
like way, and that the foresters who will have the han- 
dling of these reserves should understand the lumberman’s 
point of view, and know what is practical and what is not. 
The time is not far distant when the great majority of 
lumbermen will need foresters of their own. _Forestry is 
now generally recognized as a business question which the 
lumberman must meet. It is essential to the business in- 
terests of the lumbermen themselves that the foresters 
whom they employ should have a thorough, practical train- 
ing in lumbering. 

The Yale Forest School was selected by the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association for the endowment of 
a chair of Forestry first of all because it trains the great 
majority of American foresters, more than all other forest 
schools combined. It has the largest and best equipment, 
and its future is assured by a permanent endowment safely 
invested. It is well located for its work, within easy reach 
of the great lumber regions and lumber markets of the East 
and Northeast, and it has the use of conveniently situated 


forest tracts for study and experiment. 


Canadians Want to Tax Logs and Pulp. 


At the sitting last week of the Dominion Tariff Com- 
mission at Three Rivers, Que. the pulp wood situa- 
tion was discussed. Mr. Cahoon and Mr. Russell, rep- 
resenting the Laurentide Pulp Company, operating at 
Grand Mere, stated that Canada loses $1,792,000 through 
the export of pulp wood to the United States, and asked 
that an export duty be placed on pulp wood which would 
lead to its being manufactured in Canada. They further 
indicated the disadvantages at which Canadian manufac- 
turers are placed compared with Americans in the matter 
of freight. Mr. Russell contended that the Americans 
could ship pulp to Australia 8 cents per 100 pounds cheaper 
than Canada, while in Canada there was a farther handicap 
in the matter of duties to be paid on machinery and the 
scarcity of skilled labor for paper making. They would 
willingly pay the duty on incoming materials should an 
xport duty be placed on pulp, in which case they could 
compete with the paper makers in the United States. The 


amount of duty called for was 3 to 4 cents.

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THE RECORD OF THE YEAR. 


There Has Been a Large Volume of Business, but Owing to 
a Number of Adverse Conditions the Profits of Manu- 
facturers Have Been Small—The Year’s Events. 


The 1905, as far as the paper industry is 
concerned, can be that the 
year’s business has been large in volume, but its profits have 
not been commensurate with the increased tonnage made 
and sold. In other words, this has been a year when the 
return to the manufacturers has not been satisfactory. 
With the dealers the complaint on the score of profits is 
not so well founded as in the case of the manufacturers. 
As a rule, the books of the distributers of paper will no 
doubt make a good showing, but even with them the bal- 
ance in their favor is not in proportion with their increased

the beginning of the year the market has not been strong 
enough to firm Shortly 
after the year 1905 came in news paper, which had been 
at its high water mark for about eighteen months previ- 
ously, began to sag, with the result that prices fell off 
gradually from the 2% cent basis generally quoted by 
manufacturers to a low level equaled, if not exceeded, by 
the ruinous prices that forced the mill owners to consoli- 
date their properties in the International Paper Company 
in the summer of 1897. Back of this acute reaction in 
values is the principal cause of the slump, namely, over- 
production. In manila and fibre papers, box boards, and, 
to a lesser degree, in book and writing papers, the big 
factor of overproduction has been manifest in the market 
The absence of any of the elements that

go to make up an active demand was noticeable through- 
out the past twelve months. During that time a conserva- 
tive spirit was abroad in nearly all branches of the com- 
mercial life of the nation, to counteract which there were 
no fortuitous happenings, which so frequently come to 
help the industry when the situation is unfavorable. In- 
stead of low water and decreased production we had an 
abundant flow all summer, with the result that ground 
wood was piled up and large quantities of it run into 
finished stock, in readiness for the market when the ex- 
pected demand should revive. But, unhappily, there was 
no active revival, so, instead of letting out their stocks at 
good prices to feéd the heavy call of the trade, the manu- 
facturers, as a rule, went into the fall with perhaps 25 per 
cent. larger stocks on hand than the average. When the 
fall trade opened buyers did not display any eagerness to 
absorb these stocks, so, after a short period of indecision, 
the manufacturers began to unload on the most favorable 
terms they could secure, with the result that they made 
little profit. 

By contrast, the really remarkable features of the market 
the past year have been the large demand for tissue papers 
and in the latter part of the year the increased demand for 
building and roofing papers. Beyond these two grades 
there was little in the market that was satisfactory in the 
way of demand or firmness of quotations. The mills, gen- 
erally speaking, have been running fairly full most of the 
year, but owing to the severe competition only the high 
grade mills in each line have been getting adequate return 
on the product turned out. This is true of practically all 
grades with the exceptions above noted, and applies to the 
trade both East and West. In the latter section the mar- 
ket has been, perhaps, somewhat less active than in the 
East, with the natural result that price cutting has been 
very severe. To relieve their own market the paper men of 
the West have come East offering their wares, and the 
Eastern men have gone into the Western territory with the 
same object in view. Considering the general high level of 
the cost of their raw materials the year has not been a very 
profitable one for the manufacturers, as they could not 
even secure the old prices, much less get any increase to 
offset the additional cost of manufacturing. The makers of 
rope and jute papers, however, did raise thefr quotations 
within the past six months, The box board manufacturers 
did likewise in October, but could not have done so were it 
not for a trade agreement on the pooling plan, to which 
nearly all of them subscribed. 

In the way of important trade happenings during the 
year, all of which had some bearing on the market, the 
first place must be given to the prosecution of the officials 
of the General Paper Company, of Chicago, by the Govern- 
ment under the anti-trust section of the Sherman act. Be- 
cause of this prosecution some of the mills withdrew from 
the company. The case, which is not yet ended, was a large 
factor in the demoralization of the Western market. The 
disruption of the Interstate Paper Company, of Chicago, 
later in the year, also contributed to unsettle things. 

During the year there has been some disturbance in the 
raw material lines, due to a number of causes. In pulp 
wood and in ground wood the action of our own Govern- 
ment officials in tariff matters has perplexed the paper man- 


ufacturers greatly. The rather hostile attitude of the Cana- 


dians in regard to shipping pulp and pulp wood to this 
country increased this feeling. Some of the Canadians 
wanted an embargo put on all further shipments of their 
raw material to this country. Others of them asked for 
legislation on the subject, while the sentiment of another 
party was in favor of a protective tariff on logs and pulp 
to preserve for the Dominion its own natural resources. 
Our Government also contributed to the general disturb- 
ance by reviving its original order to assess rossed wood 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem. This order, by the way, led 
to an early decision by the Circuit Court, affirming the 
findings of the Board of General Appraisers that rossed 
wood should continue to come in free of duty. An appeal 
from this decision has, however, been taken to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, so the matter is still unadjudicated. 

Besides the disturbance in pulp wood and pulp we have 
had last fall a recurrence of the old cholera scare in con- 
nection with our importations of rags. While the scare 
was of only short duration, it nevertheless accentuated the 
severe conditions prevailing in the rag market. For more 
than a year, as is well known, foreign rags have been ex- 
ceedingly scarce and very high in price, so much so that 
paper manufacturers here have been buying only the quan- 
tities that they actually must have. Foreign fibres have 
also been scarce and high. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable condition of the paper 
market, the high cost of the raw materials, &c., the list of 
new mill projects continues to grow at a rapid pace. Just 
why this should be so is one of the puzzling questions of 
the trade. While the new plants completed within the year 
are comparatively few, the number of new machines that 
will start running next year is surprisingly large. The 
International Paper Company, as announced by the direc- 
tors, will install ten new machines to replace some of its 
old ones. By the change the production of the company 
will be increased 300 to 400 tons daily. 

The largest prospective enterprises in the new construc- 
tion line are those projected by Messrs. Harmsworth and 
Pierson, the London (England) publishers. While the 
location of both of these is in Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick, the projects, if carried out, must at least have 
an indirect effect on the industry in this country. Both of 
the big projects are still in an unsettled state. For British 
Columbia, at and near Vancouver Island, there are also 
a few big paper and pulp enterprises projected. 

The effort of the dealers to obtain better recognition 
from the manufacturers has continued through the year 
with some success, to the credit of the National Paper 
Trade Association. This association has also made prog- 
ress within the year in a number of directions, but espe- 
cially in its decision to appoint a paid secretary and to 
establish permanent headquarters, both of which things 
have been done. Among the packers of paper stock the 
association idea has taken hold, those in Philadelphia hav- 
ing recently followed the lead of the New York Paper 
Stock Dealers’ Association in forming an organization and 
fixing the standards for some of the grades. 

The American Paper and Pulp Association has at last 
put before its members the question as to whether its 
membership will be divided into active and associate or 
not. By a preliminary canvass of the members the sug- 
gested amendment to the constitution of the association 
has been favored. The matter will come up for final action 
at the annual meeting of the association next month. 

During 1905 the industry has been free of all labor trou- 
bles. In a few mills, notably those of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company, the three tour system has been adopted.
